(what, indeed, a fair
of their proposed contract eslls for),
that all travel and freight, between Richmond
and Washington, should be forced to take the
all-rail line between thoss points, and, to this
end, not only that the charge should be the
same by the slower railroad and stenmboat,
or mixed line, as by the through rail line, but
that no through tickets or baggage checks
should be given by this mixed lino.

You know the very large interest of my-
self and family in the Richmond, Fredericks-
burg, and Potomac Railroad Company, and
that my interest in the Potomac Steamboat
Line is a small one (absolutely ox in propor-
tion ), compared with that in the railroad com-
pany. I bave no interest in any steambonts
other than thoge of the Polomac Steamboat
and Baltimore Steam Packet Companies, in
which last my interest (as in the Potomac
Stemmboat Line) is small, compared with that
of myself and family in the Seaboard an(
Roanoske line, with which it connects,

You can therefore appreciate at its proper
value the statement of Mr, Hoberts, and
the animus which prompted it when he says,
“We nnderstand that Ar. Robinson was able
to sink, and was sinking, his interests in the
ronds in which he
that he might make his properly in steai:.
boats more valuable.”

Mr. Roberts Las eqnally misrepresented the
conversation bad with me as régards a par-
chage of the stock of the Richmond, Frade-
ricksburg, and Potomse Railroad Company.
In reply to inquiries as to the price at which
the stook could be purchased, I stated that
the stock held by myself and friends oould

be bought ab a price por share, based on what |

In one regpect, Mr, Hoberts correclly repre-
senis me—Imean 08 regards wy refusal Lo con-
senttoaleasetothe Alexandrinand Predericks-
burg and Baltimore and Potowae Railroad
Companies, Can there, indeed, be imagined
anything more preposterous than the idea of
leasing a well-built and well-equipped rail-
rokd, free of all embarrassment, to two other
railroads, one not (or scarcely) begun, and

the other not balf finished, and of which few |
if any persons know who the proprietors are? |

I ey add that I should not have considered
such a lease much improved by a gnarantee
of the oflicers of the Pennsylvania Central
Railroad Company—na gnaranteée given so
extensively and for such immense amonnts
as to impair greatly not only its walue, bat,
with thoughtfnl men, that of the stock of the
Pennsylvania Rnilroad also.

LEGALINTHLLIGEANCE,

The Phlindelphin Artlsnus’ Tastitute.
Court of Common Pleas—Judge Pagon,

The following epinion Las been delivered
by Judge Paxson:—

The object of this association, as set forth
in the charter, is ‘*the promotion and en-
couragement of mechaniocal, manufacturing
and useful arta, by such means and messures
as they may deem advisory and expedient.”

This is certainly very indefinite, but thore
is a slill more serious objection. I have
looked in vain through the acts of Assembly
for onr anthority to charter an associatiop
with this object. The nearest approach te
it is the power to charter ‘‘associations for
the promotion of science,” but we cannot ex-
tend this to the ‘‘mechanical, mannfacturing,
and useful arts” by judicial interpretation;
nor can we enlarge the terms employed in the
net of Assembly 80 a8 to embrace other ob.-
jects, even though they may be equally meri-
torious. The term ‘“‘science” has a mpecific
meaning, and is distinguished from the arts
in this, that art is that which depends on
practice or performance, and science that
which depends on abstract or speculative
pringiples. The theory of music is a sclence
the practice of it is an art.

Dut this charter is radically defective in
other respects, viz,:—

1. The wembership is not restricted to citi-
zens of this Commonwealth,

2. The rights and duties of the members,
ibe powers and functions of the officers, the
qualifications of members, sud the causes for
which they may be expelled apd the man-
ner of effecting the same, and the mode in
which the property of the corporation shall
be disposed of, are all to be provided for
hereafter by the b?--lawn and ordinsnees of
the corporation.
